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FIFTEENTH  ANNUAL  MEETING 


Sir  Thomas  Graham  presided  at 
the  fifteenth  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
South  African  Library  for  the  Blind 
held  in  St.  George’s  Hall  on  May  10th. 
After  the  Secretary  had  read  her 
report  and  the  Treasurer  had  given  a 
resume  of  the  financial  statement,  a 
brief  demonstration  of  a “Talking 
Book”  was  given.  The  record  chosen 
was  the  opening  portion  of  John 
Buchan’s  “Greenmantle”  (read  by 
Eric  Gillett).  It  was  clearly  heard 
and  was  received  with  applause. 

Sir  Thomas  said  he  always  looked 
forward  to  presiding'  at  this  annual 
meeting,  seeing  so  many  friends  and 
supporters  and  hearing  the  secretary’s 
report.  He  paid  a special  tribute  to 
Miss  Wood  who  so  freely  gave  her 
time  and  services,  to  the  staff  for 
their  excellent  and  loyal  work  and  to 
Mr.  W’.  P.  Hodges  for  auditing  our 
books  free  of  charge.  He  said  that 
the  object  of  the  library  was  to  pro- 
vide reading  matter  to  the  blind  of 
South  Africa.  There  were  over  7,000 
Braille  and  Moon  type  volumes  on 
the  shelves  and  over  100  Talking 
Books.  To  use  the  latter,  it  was 
necessary  to  have  a special  machine 
as  an  ordinary  gramophone  was  not 
steady  at  the  slow  pace  required  for 
reading.  The  machines  cost  about  £6 
and  Sir  Thomas  suggested  that  gener- 
ous people  might  come  forward  and 
subscribe  for  more  machines.  There 
were  enormous  potentialities  in  the 
talking  books,  but  he  urged  that 
Braille  and  Moon  type  should  not  be 
neglected. 


RefeiTing  to  the  two  bequests  made 
to  the  library.  Sir  Thomas  said  that 
we  were  most  grateful  and  that  the 
money  from  these  had  been  invested 
and  it  was  hoped  to  build  up  a fund 
to  make  the  library  more  self  support- 
ing. He  said  the  library  circulated 
books  through  all  the  provinces  of 
the  Union  and  it  was  therefore  good 
to  know  that  the  other  three  pro- 
vinces were  going  to  join  the  Cape 
Province  in  supporting  the  work.  He 
had  much  pleasure  in  moving  the 
adoption  of  the  reports.  Mr.  Godlon- 
ton  seconded.  The  Rev.  G.  H.  P. 
Jacques  moved  a vote  of  thanks  to 
Sir  Thomas  for  presiding  and  said  it 
was  a real  pleasure  to  see  him  there 
year  after  year. 


SECRETARY’S  REPORT 

Our  Staff  had  a very  busy  year  and 
in  March  we  found  it  necessary  to 
add  a special  helper  for  the  Talking 
Book  Department.  Mrs.  Bodmer  came 
as  part  time  worker.  Miss  Krause 
and  Miss  Levick  have  their  work  cut 
out  circulating  books,  music  and 
magazines.  Over  5,600  book  packages 
were  posted  during  the  year.  New 
catalogues  were  prepared,  printed 
and  sent  out  to  readers.  More  shelves 
have  been  added  in  the  new  ■wing,  re- 
lieving the  congestion  in  the  other 
rooms  but  involving  a good  deal  of 
re-arrangement.  Unfortunately,  Miss 
Krause’s  holiday  was  spoilt  by  having 
to  undergo  an  operation  and  she  was 
away  for  some  time  on  sick  leave. 
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Miss  Spurting  very  kindly  gave  her 
services  during  that  time. 

Miss  Blackwell  is  our  Braille  ex- 
pert, teaching  transcribers  and  in 
addition  she  does  all  the  ordering  and 
correspondence. 

BEQUESTS. 

We  were  most  grateful  for  two  be- 
quests: £50  in  the  estate  of  the  late 
H.  E.  R.  Sherry  and  £250  in  that  of 
the  late  E.  W.  Howard.  Mr.  Miller 
(of  Messrs.  A.  G.  Blake  and  Miller) 
kindly  interested  the  Executors  of 
Mr.  Howard’s  estate  in  our  work. 

DEATH  OF  THREE  FRIENDS. 

I regret  to  record  the  death  of  three 
friends:  Archbishop  Phelps,  one  of 
our  patrons  and  subscribers.  Dr. 
Cuthbert  Mullins,  who  from  time  to 
time  gave  to  our  funds.  (No  one 
knows  how  generously  he  gave  to 
local  blind  persons.)  Mrs.  R.  W. 
Bowen,  that  gracious  lady,  who  came 
with  Mr.  Bowen  to  Grahamstown 
when  he  opened  our  new  building  in 
August,  1935.  She  was  ever  a good 
friend  to  us  and  did  much  pioneer 
work  for  the  welfare  of  the  blind  in 
Capetown. 

READERS. 

Four  of  our  readers  have  died.  We 
have  223  European  readers  on  our 
list  and  there  are  13  non-Europeans 
for  whom  we  are  building  up  a stock 
of  books.  Several  readers  went  over- 
seas. Miss  Vincent,  while  there,  re- 
ceived the  medal  “for  merit”  for 
work  with  the  Transvaal  blind 
rangers.  Princess  Alice  made  the 
presentation  at  Kensington  Palace. 
We  are  all  delighted  that  her  good 
work  should  have  been  recogpiised. 

Mr.  C.  M.  James  wrote  a delightful 
account  of  his  doings.  He  visited  the 
National  Library  for  the  Blind  in 


London.  He  was  in  Scotland  during 
the  September  crisis  and  as  he  is  a 
qualified  masseur,  he  was  prepared  to 
do  a job  in  a military  hospital.  He 
spent  his  leisure  in  making  up  cross- 
word puzzles  for  his  friends.  On  his 
return,  he  made  one  up  for  us  bring- 
ing in  the  names  of  the  staff.  Hen- 
drika  Muller  spent  a holiday  in  Cape- 
town and  while  there  broadcast  on 
the  Afrikaans  programme  and  also 
helped  the  composer,  Mr.  S.  le  Roux 
Marais,  to  make  three  records  of  his 
songs. 

Francina  Buys  has  given  several 
talks  on  the  life  and  works  of  Schu- 
bert and  found  a volume  of  “Studies 
of  Great  Composers”  of  great  help  in 
doing  this.  She  and  her  sister  were 
to  play  and  recite  at  the  official  open- 
ing of  the  Benoni  Town  Hall.  Renzie 
Coetzee  has  a billet  in  the  Braille 
Press  works  at  the  Worcester  School 
for  the  Blind. 

We  have  many  grateful  letters. 
One  Transvaal  reader  says:  “We  have 
been  kept  indoors  a great  deal  by  rain, 
but  between  books  and  the  wireless, 
life  is  very  pleasant.”  Another  says: 
“Isn’t  it  lovely  just  to  write  express- 
ing my  wishes  and  along  comes  a 
beautiful  book  to  read  and  enjoy!” 
One  writes:  “Being  deaf  and  blind, 
my  books  are  my  best  company.”  A 
blind  patient  in  hospital,  in  thanking  j 
us  for  books,  says  “instead  of  worry- 
ing, I have  passed  many  a pleasant 
hour  and  banished  the  weariness  one 
is  bound  to  experience  otherwise.”  , 

Mr.  Greenwood  has  returned  from  I 
his  long  visit  to  England.  He  had  | 
much  of  interest  to  tell  us  of  broad-  j 
casting,  of  dogs  used  as  guides  for 
the  blind,  etc.  He  has  now  settled 
down  at  Worcester  and  is  a very  busy 
“retired”  man  with  many  musical 
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activities.  He  wrote  a fine  article  for 
the  Worcester  Standard  entitled  “If 
you  were  blind,  what  would  you  do?” 

Talking  of  readers  and  dogs,  one 
must  warn  readers  to  keep  books  well 
out  of  the  way  of  puppies.  Three 
times  this  year  damage  was  done  by 
irresponsible  puppies. 

READERS  FROM  OVERSEAS. 

Mr.  Bulman  Smith,  on  holiday 
from  Germany,  got  Braille  books 
while  he  was  in  Durban.  He  is  a 
teacher  in  Berlin.  He  was  educated 
at  the  Normal  College,  Worcester, 
and  took  his  M.A.  at  Cambridge.  He 
was  at  one  time  on  the  staff  of  the 
National  Library  for  the  Blind, 
London.  He,  like  Mr.  Greenwood,  is 
of  opinion  that  “there  is  no  such 
thing  as  a blind  man  with  what  the 
public  call  ‘an  extra  sense,’  they  get 
it  if  they  earn  it.  It  is  the  result  of 
practice,  development  and  training.” 
He  is  a gifted  pianist,  organist  and 
singer.  Captain  Voss  got  Talking 
Book  records  from  us  during  his  stay 
in  Johannesburg. 

We  much  regret  that  Captain  Sir 
Ian  Fraser  was  unable  to  visit  Gra- 
hamstowTi.  He  has  much  to  do  with 
the  production  of  the  English  Talking 
Book  records  being  Chairman  of  the 
“Sound  Recording  Committee.”  He 
would  have  been  able  to  tell  us  of  the 
research  work  being  carried  out.  We 
sent  him  some  records  during  his  visit 
and  magazines  for  his  return  voyage. 

AFRIKAANS  BRAILLE  PRIMER. 

In  March,  the  Afrikaans  Braille 
Committee  met  in  Bloemfontein.  Mr. 
B.  Kruger  attended  as  representative 
of  this  library.  The  Committee  had  to 
come  to  a final  agreement  on  certain 
contractions  before  the  last  proofs 
of  the  Afrikaans  Braille  Primer  were 


returned  to  England.  The  Primer, 
compiled  by  Mr.  Vaughan,  was  costly 
to  produce  as  it  combines  Braille  and 
ink  print.  It  is  now  complete  and  can 
be  bought  at  the  Worcester  School 
for  the  Blind  at  3/6  per  copy.  It  is 
invaluable  for  students  and  tran- 
scribers. 

XHOSA  BRAILLE. 

The  first  volume  of  the  Gospels, 
Epistles  and  collects  in  Xhosa  Braille 
has  been  sent  to  Velile  and  we  are 
waiting  to  hear  what  he  has  to  say 
about  it  before  asking  the  National 
Institute  for  the  Blind  in  London  to 
complete  the  arduous  task. 

VISITORS. 

We  were  pleased  to  have  a visit 
from  Professor  Bowles  who  was  on 
our  Council  for  several  years.  He 
was  surprised  to  see  how  the  library 
had  developed  in  the  new  “Robert 
Godlonton  Wing.”  We  welcomed  two 
of  our  readers.  One,  Mr.  Carstens, 
expressed  his  delight  in  getting  Talk- 
ing Books.  Another,  Mr.  Walter 
Cohen,  was  touring  with  a concert 
party  to  raise  funds  to  continue  his 
studies.  He  has  passed  his  2nd  year 
B.A.  and  told  us  that  7B%  of  his 
English  books  came  from  us  or 
through  us  from  the  National  Lib- 
rary, London.  He  had  been  obliged 
to  do  much  transcription  for  himself 
as  he  had  chosen  Xhosa  for  one  of 
his  subjects.  He  is  a man  of  many 
parts.  In  Johannesburg  he  had  en- 
tered a competition  for  accordion 
playing  and  got  first  prize,  a fine 
accordion.  He  is  a keen  chess  player, 
but  gave  up  playing  when  he  found  it 
took  too  much  time  from  his  studies. 
He  was  pleased  to  buy  a pack  of  play- 
ing cards,  one  that  Mr.  Meaker  had 
kindly  brailled  for  us. 
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MAGAZINES. 

We  get  35  magazines  and  papers 
and  there  were  4,600  issued  during 
the  year.  The  “K.H.  Newsletter”  is 
much  appreciated.  One  reader  says: 
“I  am  now  taking  it  for  myself.  It  is 
a great  matter  in  these  days  to  have 
a regular  commentary  on  the  news 
by  someone  whose  judgment  can  be 
relied  on  as  altogether  free  from 
prejudice.”  We  have  to  thank  an 
anonymous  donor  for  ‘‘The  Reader’s 
Digest.”  More  and  more  readers  are 
enjoying  it.  For  Moon  readers  there 
is  a new  magazine,  ‘‘The  Light  of  the 
Moon”  with  topical  articles  proving 
of  great  interest  to  many.  The  Moon 
Society  gave  us  several  copies  of  the 
popular  Christmas  Moon  Annual. 

BOOKS  AND  MUSIC. 

We  bought  books  on  a variety  of 
subjects.  Fiction  included  Sheriff’s 
“Greengates,”  Mason’s  “Fire  Over 
England.”  In  travel,  we  had  Monck- 
ton’s  “Experience  of  a New  Guinea 
Magistrate,”  Morton’s  “In  the  Steps 
of  St.  Paul.”  We  bought  “Early 
Stages  in  German”  for  a student.  We 
had  a request  from  a Dutch  Reformed 
Mission  School  in  Rhodesia  for  six 
copies  of  the  prophets  “Amos  to 
Malachi.”  These  were  to  use  for  class 
reading  to  teach  English.  We  were 
able  to  buy  them  at  2/-  a copy  from 
the  British  & Foreign  Bible  Society 
in  Capetown.  There  is  a sad  sequel 
to  this  effort — the  white  ants  have 
eaten  the  prophets. 

LOAN  BOOKS. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  National 
Library  for  the  Blind  for  lending  us 
a good  supply  of  fiction,  both  Braille 
and  Moon  Type,  many  are  detective 
yams  and  simple  love  stories  so  much 


in  demand.  Books  for  a student  in- 
cluded Selections  from  Shelley  and 
The  Canterbury  Tales:  “The  Barretts 
of  Wimpole  'Street”  and  a “Sketch  of 
St.  Augustine”  were  for  special  read- 
ers and  had  to  be  returned  as  quickly 
as  possible. 

TRANSCRIBERS. 

Two  of  Miss  Blackwell’s  pupils 
have  lately  passed  their  Braille  tests 
— Mrs.  Leach  and  Mr.  Matthew.  Both 
are  transcribing  their  first  books  for 
the  National  Library.  Mrs.  Vernal 
helps  both  with  teaching  and  tran- 
scribing. Miss  Bergh  is  doing  an 
Afrikaans  book  and  Miss  B.  Schutte 
is  proofreading  for  her.  Miss  Watson 
finished  the  last  volume  of  “March 
Hare”  and  has  reoopied  some  popular 
Braille  books.  She  always  has  one  or 
more  Braille  pupils.  Miss  Stidolph 
finished  “Roosevelt’s  Letters  to  his 
Children”  and  Mrs.  Lilienfeld  “An- 
nals of  a Little  Shop.”  We  are  very 
grateful  for  all  these  hand-done  books 
and  for  those  from  overseas.  The 
books  from  the  Ellen  Wisely  Bequest 
have  now  been  completed  with  the 
four  volumes  of  the  “Life  of  Helen 
Keller,”  a book  for  which  we  had 
often  been  asked.  In  all  we  have  30 
volumes  from  this  bequest. 

The  Worcester  School  for  the  Blind 
kindly  presented  us  with  copies  of 
their  Afrikaans  productions,  school 
books  and  fiction. 

TALKING  BOOKS. 

In  1938,  we  sent  out  8,321  records, 
an  increase  of  over  5,000  on  the  pre- 
vious year.  Fifty-six  records  were 
broken  in  transit  by  post,  only  12 
more  than  in  1937.  When  one  realises 
that  they  do  a double  journey  often 
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travelling  hundreds  of  miles,  the  pro- 
portion of  breakages  is  small;  never- 
theless one  broken  record  puts  a 
■whole  book  out  of  action  and  we  must 
wait  eight  or  nine  months  for  replace- 
ments. The  damage  generally  occurs 
where  there  is  a change  of  mail  bags 
at  a junction.  The  “Sound  Recording 
Company”  in  England  are  doing  their 
utmost  to  prevent  breakages.  They 
have  improved  the  postal  fibre  cases 
and  they  are  experimenting  -with 
flexible  records.  These  are  less  liable 
to  break  but  are  more  expensive  to 
produce.  The  number  of  “listeners” 
has  increased  from  26  to  37  and  in 
addition  to  these  we  send  to  two 
societies.  The  Capeto-wn  Society  uses 
the  records  to  read  to  their  workers 
and  the  Rhodesian  Society  circulates 
them  among  five  or  six  readers  in 
country  districts.  One  new  reader 
wrote  how  much  he  had  enjoyed  his 
first  book  and  said,  “I  did  not  think 
it  could  make  such  a big  difference 
in  my  life.  I don’t  mind  what  you 
send  me  as  I haven’t  read  for  years 
and  I am  starved  for  books.”  We 
have  had  a new  problem  to  cope  with, 
the  supply  of  records  for  the  blind 
lepers  at  Westfort,  Pretoria.  In  De- 
cember, 1937,  Toe  H asked  if  a ma- 
chine were  pro'vided  for  the  blind 
lepers  whether  we  would  send  them 
records.  We  decided  that  rather  than 
run  any  risks,  we  would  make  a grant 
for  the  purchase  of  records  to  be  the 
property  of  the  leper  institute.  After 
a long  interval  we  had  a definite  re- 
quest and  the  National  Institute  for 
the  Blind,  London,  agreed  to  supply 
second-hand  records  at  a third  of  the 
cost  price.  The  Secretary  General 
was  extremely  sympathetic  and  hopes 
his  council  will  give  further  help  for 
“this  most  pathetic  group  of  people.” 


We  again  thank  the  S.A.  National 
Council  for  the  Blind  and  the  St. 
Dunstan’s  Committee  for  their  help, 
each  gpving  a grant  of  £50  for  records 
and  equipment.  We  are  grateful  to 
the  Union-Castle  Company  for  bring- 
ing out  cases  of  records,  etc.,  freight 
free,  and  the  Cardboard  Container 
Co.  for  letting  us  have  their  cartons 
at  cost  price. 

PROVINCIAL  COUNCIL 
GRANTS. 

Last  year  I quoted  a recommenda- 
tion made  by  “The  Interdepartmental 
Committee  of  the  Libraries  of  the 
Union”  to  the  effect  “that  the  other 
three  Provinces  should  join  ■with  the 
Cape  in  supporting  the  South  African 
Library  for  the  Blind.”  I am  pleased 
to  be  able  to  report  that  the  Trans- 
vaal, Orange  Free  State  and  Natal 
Administrations  are  each  putting 
grants  on  their  forthcoming  estimates. 
The  Orange  Free  State  made  a special 
donation  last  year  and  the  Cape  Pro- 
vince, which  has  helped  from  our 
earliest  days,  continues  their  annual 
grant  for  which  we  are  very  grateful. 
Our  M.P.C.,  IVCr.  Rae,  has  been  most 
helpful  and  sympathetic  over  this 
whole  matter. 

GUIDES  AND  RANGERS. 

Umtata  and  Molteno  Guides  have 
again  helped  with  our  funds.  Mrs. 
Rose  Innes  had  another  camp  for  her 
blind  rangers  at  Brak  River  gi^ving 
them  great  pleasure.  Everyone  re- 
grets that,  after  being  Commissioner 
of  the  Cape  Blind  Rangers  for  10 
years,  Mrs.  Rose  Innes  feels  obliged 
to  resign.  Fortunately,  Mrs.  Goodwin, 
who  helped  with  the  last  camp,  is 
willing  to  take  charge  of  the  company 
on  her  return  from  England,  Mrs. 
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Varder  keeps  up  her  Braille  corres- 
pondence with  the  rangers  and  under- 
took to  sell  some  of  their  work  to 
help  provide  funds  for  the  camp.  Her 
sympathetic  interest  in  all  their  con- 
cerns is  keenly  appreciated  by  these 
gfirls,  who  look  forward  to  her  regu- 
lar letters.  By  request,  she  writes  to 
one  girl  in  French  Braille;  the  girl 
types  her  replies. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 

We  are  most  grateful  for  all  the 
help  given  us  and  especially  to  our 
Hon.  Auditor,  Mr.  W.  P.  Hodges,  for 
auditing  our  books. 

Two  street  collections  were  ar- 
ranged for  us,  one  by  the  Women’s 
League  of  Help,  Grahamstown,  and 
one  by  Mrs.  Dali  in  Bedford,  the  lat- 
ter at  the  instigation  of  Mr.  Egerton 
White.  We  realise  what  a lot  of  work 
these  collections  entail  and  thank  all 
concerned,  including  those  who  col- 
lected and  those  who  gave. 

Schools  have  again  helped  us  gen- 
erously: Victoria  Girls’  High  School, 
Macdonald  House,  Grahamstown; 
Girls’  High  School,  Burt  House, 
Queenstown;  Girls’  High  School,  Bar- 
nato  Park,  Johannesburg. 

Miss  Nonie  Mullins  again  made 
R.U.C.  badges  and  Mrs.  Harvey  sold 
them  for  our  funds. 

We  thank  all  donors  whether 
private  subscribers,  societies,  clubs 
or  public  bodies. 

Locally,  we  are  indebted  to  the 
Standard  Bank,  the  Eastern  Province 


Guardian  Company,-  the  press  and  the 
staff  of  the  Post  Office  for  their  ready 
help. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENT. 

Colonel  B.  M.  Fuller,  the  treasurer, 
submitted  the  following  features  of 
his  financial  statement  for  the  year: 
Income  of  £758  showed  an  increase 
of  £28  over  that  of  the  previous  year, 
due  chiefly  to  a grant  of  £25  from  the 
O.F.S.  Provincial  Council.  Otherwise 
the  items  were  much  the  same. 

The  expenditure  of  £798  showed  a 
decrease  of  £38.  Repairs  were  down 
by  £27,  travelling  expenses  by  £11, 
and  depreciation  by  £36.  On  the 
other  hand  salaries,  wages  and 
bonuses  were  £28  up.  Rates  and  taxes 
were  £4  up,  advertising,  printing  and 
stationery  £19  up,  and  sundry  ex- 
penses £7  up.  The  result  was  that 
they  incurred  a deficit  of  £40,  as 
compared  with  a deficit  of  £105  the 
previous  year. 

Capital  and  liabilities  amounted  to 
£6,943.  The  increase  of  £312  was 
chiefly  due  to  bequests  of  £250  from 
the  late  E.  W.  Howard  and  £50  from 
the  late  H.  E.  R.  Sherry. 

The  following  items,  however,  were 
higher:  Books  and  cases  by  £36,  fur- 
niture, fittings,  etc.,  by  £3,  talking 
book  equipment  by  £91  and  sundry 
debtors  by  £32.  These  increases  were 
offset  by  £32  written  off  the  value  of 
the  property,  and  £116  less  in  the 
cash  balance  compared  with  the  pre- 
vious year.

(For  rates  see  back  of  cover.)  Books  must  not  be  sent  by 
rail. 

3.  Readers  are  requested  to  send  a list  of  books  required,  and  to 

return  each  volume  as  soon  as  read. 

4.  A volume  may  be  kept  for  one  month  unless  needed  for  study, 

when,  with  the  permission  of  the  Librarian,  it  may  be 
kept  for  a longer  period. 

5.  Readers  are  asked  not  to  keep  magazines,  but  to  return  each 

one  with  the  book  with  which  it  is  sent. 

6.  Readers  are  begged  to  take  great  care  of  the  books,  to  keep 

them  clean  and  free  from  .damp,  and  not  to  turn  down 
pages. 

7.  Canvas  covers,  cardboard  covers  or  strong  paper  and  string 

are  used  for  packing  the  books.  Readers  should  pack  the 
books  carefully  in  these  for  return  postage. 

8.  Readers  are  begged  to  let  the  Librarian  know  at  once  of  any 

change  of  address. 

9.  Any  infectious  or  contagious  illness  shall  at  once  be  notified 

to  the  Librarian. 

10.  Anyone  wanting  to  borrow  books  should  send  a letter  of 

reference  from  a J.P.,  a clergyman  or  other  well-known 
person  acquainted  with  them.

LITERATURE  FOR  THE  BLIND. 

Papers  of  any  kind,  periodicals,  and  books,  impressed  or  to  be- 
impressed  in  “Braille,”  or  other  special  type  for  the  use  of  the 
blind,  when  posted  within  the  Union  for  transmission  to  a place 
within  the  Union,  are  transmissible  at  the  rate  given  below,  pro- 
vided that  they — 

(а)  do  not  contain  any  communication,  either  in  writing  or 
printed  in  ordinary  type,  except  the  title  and  table  of 
contents  of  the  book  or  periodical  and  any  key  to  or 
instructions  for  the  use  of  the  special  type,  or  any  enclosure 
except  a label  for  the  return  of  the  packet; 

(б)  bear  on  the  outside  the  inscription  “Literature  for  the 
Blind,”  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  sender; 

(c)  be  posted  either  without  a cover  or  in  a cover  open  at 
both  ends  which  can  easily  be  removed  for  examination 


of  the  contents ; 

For  a packet  not  exceeding  31b.  in  weight id. 

For  a packet  exceeding  31b.  and  not  exceeding  71b Id. 

For  a packet  exceeding  71b.  and  not  exceeding  111b..  .' lid.. 


The  limit  of  weight  is  111b.,  and  the  maximum  dimensions  are 
the  same  as  for  letters. 

\ oice  records  on  discs,  styled  “Talking  Book  records,”  securely 
packed,  are  also  transmissible  at  the  above  rates,  provided  they  are 
despatched  from  or  addressed  to  certain  recognised  institutes  for 
the  blind.  iPage  40,  Post  Office  Guide,  Januan,',  1939.)
